Hotel for Police Commis- 
sioner Following His Re- 
quest for Resignation of 


Present Official. 


President of Board Says He 
Was Named by Major and 
Will Ignore Action of 
Painter and Resist Re- 
moval. 


Declares Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Is Miffed Because He 
Refused to Promote Cer- 
tain Policemen. 


Lieutenant-Governor Painter, acting 
Governor in the absence of Gov. Major 
from the State, today announced the ap- 
peintment of C. C. Butler, manager of 
the American Hotel and a Colonel on the 
Governor’s staff, to succeed Sam B. 
McPheeters as a member of the St. Louis 
Board of Police Commissioners. 

Painter Wednesday telegraphed to Mc- 
Pheeters a summary request for his 
resignation. This fact became known 


this morning. In an interview Painter 
said that if McPheeters did not resign 
by noon he would appoint a successor. 
* MecPheeters refused to resign and said 
that he would pay no attention to Paint- 
er’s demand and that Painter could keep 
on wiring requests for his resignation 
until doomsday and he would ignore 
them. 

After Butler's appointment was an- 
nounced in Jefferson City he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he had re- 

| ceived no word of the appointment. He 
' gaid that until it came he would not say 
definitely whether he would acgept. 

The reason for Painter’s request for 
his resignation, as McPheeters sees it, 
is that the lLieuternant-Governor is 
miffed because McPheeters refused his 
Tequests that certain policemen be pro- 
moted to higher rank and that certain 
others be transferred 

Attorney-General Barker said, at Jef- 
ferson City, that the Governor had the 
power to instantly discharge a Police 
Commissioner without a hearing. This 
authority is given in section 9803, Re- 
vised Statutes of Missouri, 1909, which 
Says that “any of said (Police) Commis- 
sioners may be removed by the Gover- 
nor of the State of Missouri upon his 
being fully satisfied that the Commia- 
sioner is guilty of any official miscon- 
duct." The statutes give the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor the power to act as Gov- 
ernor when the Governor is absent from 
the State. 

Governor Is Silent. 

Gov. Major has been in Highland 
Park, lll., on his vacation for several] 
days. He told reporters over the tele- 
phone that he had no advance knowl- 
edge of the Lieutenant-Governor’s ac- 
tion, and that he had no comment to 
make regarding it. 

“Iam on my vacation and will be out 
of the State probably until the end of 
the month,”” the Governor said. ‘‘Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Painter is the acting 
Governor, and I shall not interfere with 
any action he takes. I had no advance 
knowledge of this action, and it will not 
Make any change in my plans.”’ 

The Governor said he had no knowl- 
edge of the reasons Painter had for 
Making the changes. He said he was 
Uncertain whether he would remain in 
Highland Park, that he might leave 
there any day, but that he saw no rea- 
80n why he should return to Missouri. 

There was much speculation among 
Politicians as to whether Painter acted 
independently in demanding McPheeters'’ 
resignation or whether his action had

ARMY BILL BECAUSE 


PRESIDENT VETOES 
OF RETIRED GLAUSE 


It Exempts Old Officers From 
Discipline—New Measure Is 
Introduced in House. 


MAY REOPEN BIG FIGHT 


Retired Officer Said to Desire 
to Make Public Attack 
on Army. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—President 
Wilson today vetoed the army appropri- 
ation bill because of exemptions from 
discipline of retired officers forced into 
it by the House conferees led by Rep- 


resentative Hay over the opposition of 
the War Department. A new Dill will 
be necessary and may delay adjourn- 
ment of Congress. 

Representative Hay later reintroduced 
the bill, minus not only the section to 
which the President objected, but with 
the whole revision of the articles of 
war eliminated. This threatened to 
complicate the situation. 

Representative Hay announced 
that he would seek to repass the bill 
in the House under a special rule next 
Tuesday. 

May Reopen Whole Fight. 

“The articles of war will not br 
permitted to get through in this bill 
again,” he declared emphatically 
after a conference with several men- 
bers of the military committee. 

The danger of complication and de- 
lay lies in the fact that chairman 
Chamberlain of the Senate Military 
Committee said that if the House 
passed the bill without revision of 
the articles of war, the Senate prob- 
ably would reinsert them as they 
were passed by the Senate. The 
President and War Department were 
satisifed with that provision. 

“The veto,” said Senator Chamber- 
lain, “re-opens the whole bill and 
there may be some Senators who will 
want to review their fight for amend- 
ments stricken out in conference.” 

Text of the Veto. 

President Wilson’s veto message fol- 
lows: 

‘To the House of Representatives: 

“I have carefully considered the bill 
entitled, ‘An Act Making Appropria- 
tions for the Support of the Army for 
the Fiscal Year Ending June 30,1917,’ 
and now take the liberty of returning 
it with my objections to its approval. 

“The bill congtiutes an essential part 
of the legislation providing for the mili- 
tary ostablishement of the country and 
wisely and generously provides for the 
reorganization of the agencies of our 
national defense, and it is with gen- 
uine reluctance that I delay its be- 
coming law by suggesting the elimina- 
tion of one of the porvisions which has 
been embodied in the very necessary 
and important revision of the articles 
of war which has been added to it. 


“The existing articles of War are un- 
doubtely archaic. They have not under- 
gone comprehensive revision for more 
than 100 years. They do not always 
furnish the means of meeting promptly 
and directly the needs of discipline un- 
der modern conditions, and many con- 
tingencies now frequently arise in the 
Government of the military forces which 
were not contemplated when the pres- 
ent code was formulated. The - rela- 
tions of the Government of the United 
States have greatly broadened within the 
hundred years. We now have insular 
possessions and national interests far 
away from our continental shores. Both 
the practice of arms @md the theory of 
discipline have uncergone many modern 
changes and a manifest need for such 
a revision of these ariicles as is here 
presented has long existed. I, therefore, 
the more keenly regret to find in the 
proposed revision of the articles of 
war a provision to which I cannot give 
my approval, 

“The original act establishing the re- 
tired list of the army referred to the 
personnel therein included as only par- 
tially retired, and provided that a re- 
tired officer should be entitled to wear

C. B. Dysart, 
secretary of the State Board, has called 
a meeting. 

Dysart waited this afternoon at the 
Leclede Hotel for dairymen and strikers 
to attend the conference to which he had 
summoned them. He said he might use 
the board’s full powers under the law to 
compel attendance of the dairymen, who 
had notified him, through Attorney 
Jesse A. McDonald, that they would not 
come. The strikers had promised to 
send representatives. 

Smyth said before leaving that the 
milk strike would remain on his docket 
until it is settled, and that he would 
probably return within a week and 
would come sooner if there appeared 
to be a prospect of settlement. 
said the situation was ‘‘far from hope- 
less,”’ but he saw nothing-more to do at 
this time, following the failure of his 
intended ‘‘get-together conference’ at 
the Warwick Hotel yesterday. At this 
‘‘conference,’’ nine dairymen gathered 
at one end of the hotel lobby, and nine 
representatives of the strikers at the 
other end, and exchanged diplomatic 
notes, with no practical result. 

Few Wagons Go Out. 

Dairymen. made little attempt to send 
out one-horse delivery wagons on 
routes this morning. The 8st. Louis 
Dairy Co. sent out two such wagons 
shortly after noon, although little de- 
mand for milk usually exists at that 
time of day. 
it was said at the company’s King’s 
highway office, was that drivers were in 
Police Court and at the Prosecuting 
Attorney's office, testifying against 
strikers who attacked them yesterday 
and the day before.

MINUTES APART 


About 50 Persons Witness Ex- 
ecution of Policemen’s Slay- 
ers in St. Charles. 


Harry and Andrew Black, negro 
brothers, 29 and 27 years old, who for- 


merly lived in St. Louis, at 2901 Morgan 


St. Charles this morning for the murder 
of Policemen David Lamb and John 
Blair, at St. Charles, Dec. 6, 1913. Harry 
was hanged at 5:26 o'clock and was pro- 
nounced dead 14 minutes after the trap 
was sprung. The trap was sprung for 
Andrew at 5:51 and he died 13 minute 
later. It was the iirst double hanging 
in St. Charles County. About 60 persona, 
mostly officials of St. Louis and S8St. 
Charles Counties, attended the execu- 
tions. 

Sheriff Philip Rupp of S8t. Charles 
County, sprung the trap in both exe- 
cutions.

of Big Offensive 


By Frank H. Simonds. 


HE Battle of the Somme opened on 
T the first day of July; tomorrow, 
then, will mark the end of the 
seventh week. We have now the as- 
surance of American correspondente, 
who have just visited the German lines, 
that the attack has failed. How far is 
this an accurate statement, both as to 
what has happened and as a reasonabiy 
credible forecast of the future? 
The best answer is Verdun. The at- 
tack there began on Feb. 21. It was 


asserted by the correspondent who vis. 
ited the Verdun sector on April 6 that 
the French had stopped the German 
attack permanently, in so far as the at- 
tack was a piercing attack. The French 
officers, who he saw both in the 
Verdun sector and in Paris were agreed 
in @he first week of April that the dan- 
ger of a German thrust through the 
French lines had failed. Their words 
were made good by the very sharp 
check which came to the Germans in 
their great effort of April 9. 

We may say that on April 9, which 
was 48 days after the opening of the 
German attack upon Verdun, its failure 
as a piercing operation was established. 
In a word, in seven weeks after they 
had been menaced by a deadly thrust, 
the French restored what they have 
since officially described as ‘‘a delicate 
situation.”” What they had been able 
to do, actually, was to get the guns an‘! 
munitions as well as the men needed to 
hold new lines; they had constructed 
the new lines and henceforth remained 
to the Germans the chance to take 
trenches, to blast their way foot by foot 
and yard by yard forward, at the cost 
of large casualties and with the only 
possible profit the exhaustion of French 
reserves and the depression of French 
confidence and courage. 

Tables Have Turned. 

In a very odd way the tables have 
now turned. If you should take the 
trouble to go back to the official state- 
ments of last April, May and June, you 
would find that the Germans were then 
saying exactly what the French and 
British are now saying and the French 
were then asserting as to their lines in 
the Verdun sector what the Germans are 
proclaiming as to their front along the 
Somme. 

We know now that the French were 
right and the Germans were wrong. We 
know that the Germans did not, after 
their April reverse, have any chance to 
get through, and they have failed and 


similar operation at the Somme is co- 
lossal, and we read, particularly in the 
French reports, that owing to French 
artillery preparation, French losses were 
slight, which is just what the Germans 
were telling us about Verdun a few 
| months ago. 

We are bound to conclude, so far as it 
is wise or fair to reason by analogy, 
that the German statement that the al- 
lied thrust in the Somme sector has 
failed, as the Germans got through the 
Russian lines at the Dunajec in the 
spring of 1915, and as the Russians have 
got through the Austrian lines this sum- 
mer. We are bound to believe that what- 
ever of progress the British and French 
now make in taking trenches, the Ger- 
mans have had the time to get new 
lines down, to mass new batteries of ar- 
tillery and can reasonably hope to re- 
peat the French success at Verdun in 
holding their lines. 

Now all this has thrown the allies 
back upon a second line of argument. 
This again is familiar. When they failed 
to get through to Verdun by their Feb- 
ruary thrust, by their March effort 
and by the culminating attack of April 
9, the Germans told the world that the 
operation had become one of siege, with 
flow, methodical artillery preparation 
and small but steady gain. This they 
did. keep up from April to July, when 
the Somme operation compelled them to 
abandon the offensive at the Meuse. 
Then the Germans asserted they were 
using up the last French reserve and be- 
hind these France was wearying of the 
war and longing for peace. About the 
same arguments now come from London 
and from Paris. 

So far then, the two great efforts 
stand on all fours. The German attac« 
upon Verdun, which failed, followed ex- 
actly the same course that has subse- 
quently been followed by the Somme at- 
tack, its phases were almost identical 
and there is no reason to doubt that 
the actual result, so far as the Somme 
sector is concerned, is likely to be the 
same. It remains possible that the Brit- 
ish will get Bapaume and the French 
Peronne just as everyone recognized 
that the Germans might ultimately get 
the remaining French forts on the. east 
bank of the Meuse above the town of 
Verdun, but it has become excessively 
improbable that the allies will get to 
St. Quentin or Cambrai, as it was simi- 
larly unlikely, after April 9, that the 
Germans would get to Bar-le-Duc.

All this the Somme offensive may not 
do; no considerable part of the mission 


formed by the armies of Foch and Haig. 
We cannot judge of this as-yet, nor for 
many months. But we can see where 
the parallel is good, where it is impres- 
sive. We can see that if the Russians’ 
get Lemberg and reach the San or the 
Hungarian plain, if the Italians get 
Trieste or Laibach, if the army of Sar- 
rail returns to the Danube, the total 
cause of the allies will have profited 
immeasurably, the contribution of the 
French and British in the West will have 
been tremendous, even if they do not 
gain another mile or another wrecked 
village. 

The Germans seem to be speaking 
with truthfulness and we are bound to 
listen to what they say, as to the check 
to allied purpose in the west, so far as 
this purpose was to pierce their lines. 
We are bound to accept it because it its 
nothing more or less than what we ail 
said about Verdun, accepting the French 
statements and the words of our own 
correspondents. But we must all recog- 
nize the fundamental distinction between 
the Verdun and the Somme operations, 
which lies in the fact that Verdun was 
an end in itself of the single purpose on 
which all German effort was concentrat- 
ed, while the Somme is one phase of a 
grandiose and continent-wide attack. 

“Battle of Europe” Now, 

Whether this continent-wide attack Is 
to succeed or fail is a matter that we 
cannot even guess about, because we 
lack convincing evidence. It has so far 
suceseded tremendously, measured by 


prisonérs captured, guns and munitions 
and forts taken; 400,000 prisoners alone in 
the 10 weeks of offensive is a staggering 
blow, joined to a loss of men by wounds 
which cannot be less and may be more. 
More than three-quarters of a million 
Germans and Austrians, mostly Austri- 
ans, have gone out of the battle line 
since June 1. The allied losses are ap- 
portioned among four mations, not two. 
and no considerable number of allied 
prisoners have been claimed by the cen- 
tral Powers. 

Unly by Keeping the whole field in 
mind now shall we be able to estimate 
rightly the actual situation and escapes 
attaching too much importance to any 
one department. It is the battle of Eu- 
rope, not the battle of the Somme, that 
is to be considered.

the uniform of his grade, should be 
borne on the Army Register and should 
be subject to the rules and articles of 
war, and to trial by general courtmar- 
tial for any breach of these articles. By 
the act of July 24, 1876, officers of the 
army on the retired list were specifically 
declared to constitute a part of the reg- 
ular army, a provision which is found 
repeated in subsequent acts affecting 
the organization of the army, and other 
statutes enacted during this period made 
retired officers of the army available 
for certain classes of active duty, in 
time of peace with their consent, and in 
time of war without their consent. 
Authority Is Increased, 

“By the recently enacted national de- 
fense act, the authority of the Presi- 
dent over retired officers has been fur- 
ther extended so as to make them sub- 
ject to his call in time of war for any 
kind of duty without any restriction 
whatever. Courts and Attorneys-Gen- 
eral have in a long line of. decisiens 
held that officers of the army on the 
retired list hold public office. 


“It thus appears that both the lezgis- 
lative and judicial branches have drawn 
& sharp distinction in status between re- 
tired officers, who are regarded and gov- 
erned at all times as an effective re- 
serve of skilled and experienced officers 
and a potential source of military 
Strength, and mere pensioners from 
whom no further military service is ex- 
pected. 

“Officers on the retired list of the 
army are officers of the army, mem- 
bers of the military establishment dis- 
tinguished by their long service, and as 
such, examples of discipline to the of- 
ficers and men in the active army. 
Moreover, they wear the uniform of the 
army, their education and service hold 
them out as persons especially quaii- 
fied in military matters to represent 
the spirit of the military establishment, 
and they are subject to active duty in 
time of national emergency by the mere 
crder of the Commander in Chief. 
‘They are, therefore, members of tha 
army, officers of the United States, ex- 
emplars of discipline and have in their 
keeping the good name and the good 
spirit of the entire military establish- 
ment before the world. Occupying such 
a relation, their subjection to the rules 
and articles of war and to trial by gen- 
eral courtmartials have always been re-

NEAR GOMMECOURT, Aug. HM, by 
courier to Berlin, via Amsterdam and 
London, Aug. 18—A wide -path of 
havoc, devastation and desolation ¢x- 
tends for many miles behind the Somme- 
Ancre battle line. From Roye on the 
south to above Arras on the north it is 
a continuous picture of desolation. None 
of the tornado and cyclone wrecked 
towns that I have ever seen in the 
Middle Western States presented such 
scenes of destruction. 

I was in the San Francisco earth- 
quake and fire. These villages and 
towns, in the most beautiful and fer- 
tile section of France, through which 
I have passed in the last few days, are 
minute replicas of what San Francisco 
was then, only more complete. 

The French, from what I have seen, 
appear to still exercise some restraint 
in shelling the towns and villages which, 
after all, are their or», contenting 
themselves upon occasion with a few 
shells to make the places uncomfort- 
able for possible troops. 

Roye is partially in ruins, tl.ough 
about 1¢0% French still cling to their 
homes. Peronne is burning, being shelled 
daily. Bapaume is a picture of destruc- 
tion. Some 400 of the papulation re- 
fused to leave, living like cave dwellers 
in cellars on the edge of the town. 

A French writer recently suggested 
that the strip of trenches and battle- 
fields, from Switzerland to the. sea, be 
made into a grand avenue of victory in 
commemoration of the war.

I walked through miles of trenches 
today around Heduterne and Gomme- 
court, six to eight feet deep and four 
to six feet wide at the top.

This army alone has close to 300 miles 
of trenches, and that is only a narrow 
sector in the persent battle line. More 
than 2,000,000 men on both sides have

We started out at 4 o’clogk this morn- 
ing, Capt. Count Limbourg and a Cap- 
tain detailed from this corps staff sug- 
gesting we take advantage of the cover 
and the light of the morning to get up 
close to the British trenches. We 
walked toward Gommecourt, which 
forms the extreme northern point of the 
Anglo-French offensive in the battle of 
the Somme, though the opening six days 
of d.umming by the allies’ artillery ex- 
tended even up to Arras. This was to 
keep the Germans guessing as to what 
points the real on.>t would come, 


Nearing Gommecourt, with Hebuterne 
on our left, we came across soldiers 
plowing the fields, and others gathering 
a crop of oats under cover of che fog, 
almost within rifle range of the British 
trenches. 

Only during the foggy hours of the 
morning and the nights are the horses 
which draw the cannon turned into 
peaceful plow animals. The moment the

1000 MEN AT $12.50 A DAY 


Speaker at Meeting of Therapeutic 
Association at Nevada, Mo., Does 
This One Month Each Year. 


NEVADA, Mo., Aug. 18.—The annual 
convention of the American Suggestive 
Therapeutical Association, in session at 
the Weltmer Institute here for four 
days, came to an end this morning.

The Russian method of attack in the 
BRukowina and Volhynia, the Austrians 
say, consists of artillery preparation 
lasting from 24 to 48 hours. Then come 
the first Russian infantry troops, in 
from six to 14 rows, driven forward by 
Russian machine guns and by Cossacks 
armed with the dreaded ‘‘Nagaikas’’ or 
lead-tipped whips. 

As they advance the Russian artillery 
fire abates somewhat, but between it 
and the Austrian fire from 40 to 50 per 
cent of the first troops sometimes reach 
the trenches. Their arrival naturally 
forces the Austrians to abandon their 
shelters, and as soon as they do so the 
Russian drumfire begins again.

EXPERTS DEVISE 
REGULATIONS 10 
CHECK PARALYSIS 


Conference Adopts Report Rec- 
ommending Close Watch on 
Interstate Travel. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Warning 
that the infantile paralysis epidemic 
may appear next sum.ner in other 
states not gravely affected now unless 
drastic measures are taken to control 
its course was given today to the na- 
tional conference of public health of- 
ficers by the special committee named 
to recommend ways and means for its 
suppression. 

The committee recommended that 
state health authorities be notified by 
uniform health certificates of removal 
of all children under 16 years of age 
from epidemic areas. Quarantine of one 
state or community against another was 
disapproved. The committee recommend- 
ed that during the unusual prevalence 
of infantile paralysis schools should not 
be opened without medical supervision 
by a health authority. 

“When schools are opened,’’ the com- 
mittee recommended, ‘‘beginnings should 
be made with high schools and proceed- 
ing to lower age groups no more rapid- 
ly than complete medical examinations 
can be made.”’ 

Certificates to Travel. 

Certificates for interstate travel, the 
committee held, should be signed by 
Federal or state health officers. 

“Certificates of private physicians will 
not alone be a sufficient basis for the 
issue of a permit to travel,’”’ the report 
said. “Permits for interstate travel 
should be based on medical examina- 
tion, It is said that the Federal Gov- 
ernment can perform all duties of noti- 
fication and certification required in in- 
terstate relations in case of unusual 
prevalence of infantile paralysis.” 

The committee report was adopted 
with unimportant changes and the con- 
feronce virtually was concluded. 

A standing committee to study the dis- 
ease throughout the country and furnish 
reports to Federal and state authorities 
was named, consisting of Dr. St. Clair 
Drake of Illinois, chairman; Dr. T. D. 
Tuttle of Washington, Dr. C. W. Gar- 
rison of Arkansas, Dr. W. B. Collins 
of Texas and Dr. D. N. Roberg of Ore- 
gon. 

Assistant Surgeon-General W. C. 
Rucker, who, with Acting Surgeon- 
General A. H. Glennan, presided 
over the conference yesterday, gave 
out the following synoposis of the 
views of the speakers: 

Against Opening Schools. 

“It appears to be the consensus 
of opinion that segregation of per- 
sons with the disease is desirable 
and that opening of schools is in- 
advisable. Travel is dangerous 
when it permits movement of acute 
or chronic carriers of the disease. 
The evidence is against insect trans- 
mission, and transmission by food 
is hypothetical.” 

Reporting on a scientifie study of 
symptoms and control of the epi- 
demic in New York, conducted by 
many state, city and Federal scien- 
tists. Surgeon Wade Frost of the 
Pul Health Service said: 

“Frankly we don't know how the 
disease is transmitted, nor its cause. 
The evidence strongly points to per- 
sons as the carriers.” 

“The evidence is that it is purely a 
ruman disease and if contagious a large 
proportion of persons exposed are im- 
mune. It must be spread very largely 
from sources other than sick persons, 
mostly by adults. Against that is the 
known seasonal prevalence. Our the- 
ories do not exclude transmission by in- 
sects. Transmission by the lower ani- 
inals is hypothetical. We hardly sus- 
pect any but dogs and cats. Its rapid 
spread indicates human carriers.”’ 

Severe in Rural Districts. 

Despite the New York epidemic, he 
said, the most striking characteristic of 
the disease is that it is must severe in 
rural communities, rather than in cities. 
He said 9 per cent of cases occurred 
among children under 10 years old and 
that 75 to 90 per cent of infections can

Louisans are not as thrifty as the peo- 
ple of other cities. He estimates that 
the savings of St. Louisans are about 
$30,000,000, while one bank in Cleveland, 
the Society of Savings, has deposits of 
$56,000,000, and the Society of Savings 
of Philadelphia and the Bowery Bank of 
New York each have more than $100, - 
000,000 of savings deposits, while the 
total savings deposits in New York are 


ee $800,000,000. Chicago has $187,000, - 


Getting More Thrifty. 

“But St. Louis is doing better,” Bell 
said yesterday to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. ‘The people are saving more 
than they used to. When I began in 
1859 trying to get them to save it was 
uphill work. I began by organizing a 
savings department in the foundry with 
which I was connected. The men were 
encouraged to leave a little of their 
earnings each week to their credit with 
the company. The plan was working 
pretty well when the war necessitated 
the closing down of the foundry. 

“Twenty-five years ago, when I start- 
ed the St. Louis Safe Deposit and Sav- 
ings Bank at 518 Locust street it was 
still hard work to get people to save, 
but I persisted. The little savings banks 
were put in circulation and in 11 years 
the savings accumulated through these 
were more than $2,000,000! 

“Foreigners who come here are the 
best savers. Formerly the Irish did the 
most saving. They were succeeded by 
the Italians and now the Greeks save 
most. Chinamen are good savers and 
excellent depositors, causing little trou- 
ble by checking in and out. Poles also 
are good savings depositors. 


Married Women as Depositors, 

‘Two-thirds of the savings depositors 
are women, who are permitted by their 
husbands to open the savings accounts 
in their own names. 

“One woman, who was the second de- 
positor when the St. Louis Safe Deposit 
and Savings Bank opened for business, 
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an

on Sept. 2, 1891, continued to be a sav- 
ings depositor until the institution was 
consolidated with the Mercantile Trust 
Co., in 1901, and is still a savings de- 
positor with the Mercantile. She draws 
part of her savings as she has occasion, 
from time to time, but usually has more 
than $1000 to her credit. Many savings 
accounts of the old company are still 
carried by the Mercantile. 

“All persons dependent upon their in- 
come should save methodically a per- 
centage of that income, weekly or 
monthly. It is difficult to say what 
the percentage should be. It is not pos- 
sible to lay down a hard and fast rule, 
because circumstances vary, but I 
should say the savings should be 6 to 
10 per cent of the earnings.” 

In all his busy lifetime Bell has taken 
only one long vacation. That was when, 
in 1880 and 1881, he took a trip around 
the world. In the past 20 years he has 
been out of the city only four days. 
That was when his daughter, Mrs. H. P. 
Johnson of Memphis, built a new home 
and prevailed upon him to come and see 
it.

THAT'S “DIFFERENT 


“Turn to the Right,” a Farce, 


Makes Big Hit at Open- 
ing Performance.

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—It has remained 
for Winchell Smith and John F. Hazzard 
—the first is one of the co-authors of 
“The Boomerang,” the second is an actor 
—to write this season's “different” play. 
Not in a year has there been such sin- 
cerity in an audience's applause as that 
which accompanied the first perform- 
ance of “Turn to the Right” at the 
Gaiety Theater last night. And every 
handclap was legitimately earned by the 

authors and actors. 

On the “prodigal son” formula of «a 
“way down East,"’ this Smith-Hazzard 
fun syndicate has engrafted a “Get- 
Rich-Quick Wallingford.” Not one de- 
tall of the ancient sentimental “me 
mother” melodrama has been missed— 
from the prodigal'’s return and the even- 
ing prayer to the peach jam and the 
mortgage on the old farm—but also not 
one element of amiable and humorous 
crook comedy has been overlooked. The 
combination, after all, is sheer farce. 
Nething like it could actually have hap- 
pened under the sun. But it is a med- 
ley to dim the eyes of sophisticated 
playgoers with joy. 

The Mortgaged Peach Farm. 

The prologue in an Ossining pawnshop, 
with the unjustly convicted prodiga) just 
released from prison, was a bit ominous. 
Here was the “held out to temptation” 
theme with a vengeance. The return 
to the mortgaged peach farm, just in 
time to thwart the skin, In the village 
deacon, into whose clutches had fallen 
the Frau's widowed mother—her pain- 
making abilities were only exceeded by 
her righteousness—was equally disturb- 
ing. But when the prodigal’s two crook 
friends drop off a conveniently stalled 
freight train to taste rural domestic life 
and peach jam for the first time—here 
was undiluted joy. 

The scene at the dinner table, in which 
the crooks resolved to rob the deacon’s 
“general store’ in order to pay the debt 
the widow owed him—afterward they 
rough-housed the money away from him 
and put it back in the store—swerved 
“Turn to Right” into the straight. road 
to success. An almost equally funny 
third act, crammed with amusing carica- 
tures and humorous observation fol- 
lowed. 

Well-Balanced Cant. 

The cast was nearly ideal for a play 
of this kind. In an entirely different 
way William FE. Meehan and Frank Nel- 
son, as the two crooks, paralleled the hit 
in “Potash and Perlmutter” made by 
Rarney Bernard and Julius Tannen two 
seasons ago. Forrest Winant was excel- 
lent as the prodigal. Ruth Chester was 
typically the ‘mother’ of rural melo- 
drama. Then, too, there were Samuel 
Reed as the deacon and Edgar Nelson 
as the village fat boy, not to mention 
Loutse Rutter, Lucy Colton and Alice 
Hastings—all capital—as the simpering 
village maidens. No one will grudge 
the laughter he bestows upon the truly 
humorous lines of this diverting play.

Reichsanzeiger, the German official oi: - 
fan, contains final figures of the em- 
pire-wide cattle census of Dec. 1, 1915.

000 and horned cattle by 1,512,900 to 20,-

calves, 673,000, and sheep, 398,000.

Film at New Grand Central Is of 
’ropaganda Sort, but Well 
Constructed, 

Women were greatly in the majority 
in the capacity gatherings at the New 
Grand Central Theater last night, when 
the film ‘‘Where Are My Children?’ 
had its first St. Louis presentation. This 
film is of the sort intended to in- 
struct, rather than to entertain, but it 
is superior in dramatic construction to 
most picture-plays of the propaganda 
variety.

Even if the companies do 
hold out for another week, there still would have 
been time to reach an agreement before Aug. 1. 
Then there would have teen no strike and no 
lockout, no suffering babies, nor at least one 
widow.

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AN UNDERSTUDY’S IMPUDENCE. _ 
Lieutenant-Governor W. R. Painter in demand- 
ing the resignations of Police Commissioners 
S.-B. McPheeters of St. Louis, and U. G. Cran- 
dall and J. I. McDonald of St. Joseph, may be 
only abusing a doubtful and temporary authority 
entrusted to him during the Governor's absence 
from the State. 

Or he may be acting in accordance with a plan 
which Gov. Major has approved, but whose ex- 
e¢ution he has sidestepped. Or; as he has done 
heretofore in the matter of pardons, he may be" 
acting independently in ripping up the Police 
Board of one city and in collusion with the 
Governor in ripping up that of the other. 

Whatever the facts, he is guilty of a gross 
and stupid impropriety. It is inevitable that 
his impertinence as to St. Louis should be asso- 
clated with intrigues looking to the nomination 
and election of a Mayor next spring. A man who 
has just suffered his humiliating defeat in a 
run for Governor could not show such presump- 
tion as he showed toward St. Joseph without 
subjecting his course to the worst possible con- 
struction. 

The last vestige of resistance to home-rule 
police direction should be ended by this out- 
rage. For a Governor, whose responsibility is 
understood when he is chosen, to make political 
pawns of the metropolitan departments of the 
State, is a disgrace to good government. 

But all bounds of tolerance are exceeded when 
a mere understudy, strutting for a moment in 
the chief role for which his unworthiness has 
just been affirmed by the people, dares so impu- 
dent an exhibition as an attempt to use its op- 
portunities for petty personal and political pur- 
poses.

A JITNEY TARIFF COMMISSION: 

Howard H. Gross, president of the Tariff Com- 
mission League, wires the Post-Dispatch from Chi- 
cago protesting against an amendment to the 
pending tariff board bill cutting the proposed sala- 
ries of the commissioners from $10,000 to $7500. 
He pertinently calls attention to the fact that the 
salaries of the new Rural Credit Commission were 
fixed at $10,000 and suggests that pay at the re- 
duced figure would make it difficult to obtain the 
services of the sort of men who ought to be on 
the board. 

What is demanded is a “high-grade commission 
and not a jitney makeshift,” he says, which seems 
to cover about all that might be said on the sub- 
ject. We agree with him. 
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PUBLIC RIGHT IN PRIVATE PROPERTY. 

It is a principle of law and equity—meaning 
thereby equal justice to all—that no individual 
may do anything with his private property which 
shall injure or even endanger others. This may 
be occasioned by excessive use—such as the driv- 
ing of an automobile at reckless speed through 
crowded city streets, the discharge of firearms, the 
overcrowding of a tenement, or hundreds of other 
things. Or, it may be brought about entirely by 
disuse. No group of men can buy up all the wheat 
in the country, for instance, lock it up, and re- 
fuse to sell any of it except at a certain price. 
The wheat undoubtedly is private property, but 
every reader knows what would happen to it and 
to the men who attempted the corner. 

Next, there is the well-established right known 
as the law of eminent domain. It justifies the 
right of seizure of private property at a fair com- 
pensation for the public good, as, for instance, 
when a railroad finds it necessary to lay its tracks 
right through a farmer’s barn. 

And now we come to the railroad strike ques- 
tion. All the steam roads are in the possession 
of a certain small percentage of all the people in 
the United States. In these days they are as 
necessary as wheat to the welfare of millions of 
our people, if not all. There is no group of men, 
either workers or owners of the property, who 
shall say with finality that not a wheel shall turn 
nor a train move on any of these tracks. Con- 
gress has ample power to provide the remedy. 
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If the United States can keep out of wars and 
learn to settle strikes we shall, indeed, be a great 
people—a leader of nations. 
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OURIOUS WEATHER FAOTS. 

In the summer of 1914, says the Schlesische 
Zeitung of Breslau, we enjoyed a cool and com- 
paratively rainless season, while the Western 
Hemisphere languished under suffocating heat. 

Last year the Buropean summer set in early 
and continued hot and dry, while the other side 
of the globe shivered in protracted cold and a 
never-ending downpour. 

This year, after one of the eight warmest win- 
ters Huropean history knows, summer was delayed 
until June and July, and when the sun began 
showing an excess of heat, Burope began to be 
deluged with unwonted rains, to an exterit that in 
all of June we have had only three rainless days, 
end in July four, while America has sweltered tn 
an unbroken spell of phenomena! heat. 

In Burope the crops have been ruined by too 
much rain; in America—we surmise, we have not 
learned—they have been burned to some notable 
extent. 

The earth is round. While one side is shiv- 
ering with cold, the other is transpiring with ex- 
cessive calorics. Is it not wonderful, though, that 
such a palpable series of phenomena should escape 
the reach of our scientists? 

Neither sunspots nor the continuous detonations 
in the war belt, says the writer, are competent to

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DIRECT NOMINATIONS AND JUDGE LAMM. 

We hope that Judge Lamm, in emerging a victor 
from the primaries, emerged also with a better 
cpinion of the direct nomination principle. 

He is the nominee of a minority of the voters of 
his party—a very respectable minority let it be 
admitted—but no majority vote in a convention, 
not even a unanimous convention vote, could make 
him the first choice of any greater number of the 


‘plain people. 


One of Mr. Lamm’s criticisms of the system was 
that it encouraged a two-faced attitude on the part 
of candidates, who were tempted to take one side 
of an issue in sections where that side was popular 
and the other side wherever it might mean votes. 
But that criticism appears in a different light now 
from that back in the campaign, when all sorts of 
reports were in circulation and misrepresentation 
seemed to have an influence on no small number 
of voters and unfairness and deception seemed to 


ibe practiced with success. 


It has all worked out pretty satisfactorily. The 
very publicity inseparable from the direct nomina- 
tion system is a corrective of its greatest possibili- 
ties of harm. Who, indeed, aside from some of 
the defeated candidates and their uncompromising 
supporters, would change the primary results as 
to the chief offices, now that we have got used to 
them and can see on analysis how well what ought 
to be is represented by what is? Regular elec- 
tions would be abolished by the same argument on 
which Judge Lamm urged the primary’s abolition. 

But if Mr. Lamm enterged from the primary 
with a strong conviction that the direct nomina- 
tion may wisely be supplemented with the short 
ballot and, in the event of his election, will work 
for the accomplishment of that’ great reform, he 


the State. On two fairly well balanced tickets, the 
only primary results conspicuously unsatisfactory 
are those affecting those offices of “low visibility” 
to which neither the voters nor convention dele- 
gates give proper attention in selecting nominees. 

Increasing evidences of sound judgment are 
being recorded in primaries throughout the coun- 
try. No assembly of leaders and delegates is 
wiser than the whole people.

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MILK DEALERS’ STRANGE PROPOSITION. 

The milk dealers’ proposition to the union, at 
the Warwick Hotel yesterday, that the union se- 
lect a committee to confer on the settlement of 
the strike, “no member of which has been engaged 
in violence or who was a member of the original 
wage-scale committee,” was equivalent to an as- 
sumption that the union officials, who were there, 
ready to confer, had been guilty of violence. It 
also assumed that the men don’t know what wages 
they want, in its demand that the original wage 
scale committee be debarred from the negotiations. 

It might have been countered with a proposition 
that the dealers should select a committee no 
member of which ever treated his employes un- 
fairly and no member of which had had anything 
to do with fixing wages. 

This was not the way the Cleveland milk driv- 
ers’ strike was settled. It shows that the dairy- 
men are still in an unreasonable frame of mind. 
If the dairy owners will consent to a conference 
with the union, as such, accepting its representa- 
tives in good faith, just as the dairy owners ex- 
pect to be accepted by the union, matters can 
proceed. That would be both fair and business- 
like. 
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SNAKEBITES AND THEIR OURE. 

Fatalities from snakebite are increasing at an 
alarming rate in the United States, declares that 
eminent zoological authority, Prof. Ditmars of 
the Bronx. A few years ago, says the professor, 
you rarely heard of snakebite killing anybody— 
not oftener than once in a couple of years or go. 
Whereas the present mortality is as high as three 
or four per annum. 

What is the cause? We opine that just as many, 
and maybe more, people were bitten in the good 
old days, but that there was more of the reliable 
old-fashioned remedy available. Is not the in- 
crease in the death rate commensurate with the 
decrease of the visible supply of the perfectly 
efficacious medicine? Many places where former- 
ly recourse could be had readily to first aid have 
been swept to utter aridity by the dry wave. 

In Kansas, Maine, Iowa and many common- 
wealths, notably in the South, which were once 
well equipped to combat the onslaughts of rep- 
tilia, the victims of snakes and prohibition are 
now abandoned to destitution, desiccation, desue- 
tude, doctors and death. In these desert wastes, 
as in Arkansas, Nebraska and even parts of IIli- 
nois and Missouri, men no longer court snakebites 
as in auld lang syne, but the snake is given an 
undue advantage and encouraged by results, with 
what terrible consequences we perceive. 

We are informed that grape juice, nor the suc- 
culent extract of loganberry, alas! none of the 
cheering, invigorating, pure, wholesome, nutritious 
and delicious soft beverages we read so much 
about, contains the curative essential! to withstand, 
or requisite punch to defy, the insidious serpent. 
As a condition precedent to precipitating drouth 
upon a given territory, it ought to be made in- 
cumbent on the Prohibitionists to rid it of snakes 
as the good Saint Patrick ridded Ireland. 
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NEW DEAL IN STATE POLITIOS. 

The falling off of more than 40,000 in the 
Democratic primary vote this year and the in- 
crease of more than 40,000 in the Republican, 
as compared with 1912, present none of the 
aspects of a vote of confidence in the personnel 
of the State administration during the last four 
years.

3 cents on the Merchants’ Exchange to- 
day, despite Liverpool cables unchanged 
to 1d lower and more optimistic ea 
reports from Canada. Broomhall’s Li 
erpoo] review also was silghtly bearish. 
It said: 

The Liverpoo] cable said: ‘““The wheat 
market was dull and inclined lower to- 
day.

The Winnipeg Free Press publishes an 
estimate of only 11 to 12 bushels per 
acre and a total crop of 35,934,000 bushels 
of wheat for Manitoba. It says that 
this only about a half crop. 

Thetbbadorn Miller says: 

nou advices indicate the Canadian 
crop damage will exceed former esti- 
mates in Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 
In some districts, the crop is destroyed 
and weather conditions are favorable 
for rust spread. Kansas farmers wheat 
marketings are comparatively light aft- 
er first harvest movement. There is a 
strong demand from millers for wheat 
supplies in all surplus sections.”’ 

New York wired: “One of the foreign 
Governments was reported a fair buyer 
of wheat during the morning and the 
buying of futures continues, at inter- 
vals to midday.’’
